MINING ENTERPRISE, AND ITS IMPEDIMENTS. 


Str,—I have lately in several letters pointed out the difficulties 


which impede mining operations, and the circumstances which pre- 
sently and prospectively favour them. Other gentlemen connected 
with the mining interest have done the same, yet I do not remember 
that it has occurred to anyone to call attention to the very great 
advantage to mining enterprise existing in the fact that such a 
Journal as your comes forth weekly for the instruction of the public 
on this particular class of subjects. Lf no such paper as yours ap- 
peared there would be wide-spread complaints that the mining in- 
terest had no organ, while now-a-days every branch of business, 
and every departmentof enterprise, hasits special newspaper. Happily 
there is an efticient organ of our great interest, which I think I may 
call, without exaggeration of fact, orinflation of language, the great- 
est, most important, and most civilising branch of British industry. 
Many persons have been led by the perusal of the Mining Journal 
to invest in undertakings which proved successful and lucrative. 
It is a fact that many clergymen, medical men, and private gentle- 
men of a scientific turn take the Journal because of the vast amount 
of information it contains, the variety of that information, and the 
judicious mode in which it is distributedin yourcolumns. Ofcourse, 
Mr. Editor, the credit of that belongs to you, and rest assured, Sir, 
the ability and tact you show are appreciated by the mining body, 
and by the scientific portion of the public. 
There is scarcely any description of information connected with 
mines and mining transactions which does not appear in your Journal. 
The scientific, statistical, practical, and commercial aspects of this 
great business are brought before your readers inevery form of which 
these subjects are susceptible. Statistics are of great value, as they 
enable us to form a fair induction of laws and principles for our 
guidance ; these. British, colonial, and foreign, are furnished by your 
pages. The lectures, essays, and reviews which your Journal con- 
tains give it all the interest of a scientitic magazine, while it retains 
its proper functions of a journal. Even the advertisements afford 
valuable information, throw light upon the progress of business, and 
assist a correct decision as to particular enterprises. But the most 
important of all forms in which information is brought before your 
readers is that of the weekly reports of the agents from the different 
mines. These reports place the true position of the particular enter- 
prises before the investors and the public, and set before them the 
prospects as indicated by the actual observation and experience of 
men of judgment, brought daily into contact with the works them- 
selves. These reports are generally a little technical, but are, on the 
whole, plain enough to be understood by the general reader. 
From these anyone can learn the probable value of a mine, and 
form a reasonable judgment of the prospective profits. There is one 
thing connected with these reports which demand the serious atten- 
tion of every investor, and everyone else interested in mining—it is, 
that the statements and recommendations which they present are not 
generally acted upon. An estimate is formed of the cost of working 
@ prospective mine. The agent at the mine sends his statements 
from week to week of what has been done and what has happened. 
He advises a course to be taken, and points out the advantages which 
an outlay proportioned to the requisition would ensure. How do 
speculators act in such cases? Is it not notorious that they endea- 
vour too generally to work the mine at half, or something less 
than the estimated cost or actual requirements? Thus the mine is 
starved, useful works are delayed, or never accomplished, and cer- 
tain profits deferred, or never obtained. If the goose that lays the 
esiden egg is not, as in the fable, killed, it is not fed, and the result 
will be the same. Men who undertake to work a mine must find out 
what capital is necessary, and supply it as prudently and economi- 
cally as they please, but in the degree and manner the progress of the 
works demand. Without this mining is an absurd speculation, in- 
stead of being, as it may almost always be, made a safe and profit- 
able investment. Everyone knows, who knows anything of mining, 
that when a mine fails to meet the expectations held out by the 
agent, and entertained by the investors, the former is denounced as 
having put forth statements which were not faithful, the fact being, 
in nearly every instance, that the practical representations of the ex- 
perienced officer at the mine were all true to the letter; but the 
shareholders held back the means of development, and have them- 
selves to blame for the results. If by calling public attention to this 
common occurrence I may promote amore reasonable course of pro- 
ceeding on the part of shareholders, and a more just feeling to the 
agents, upon whom the responsibility of working devolves, I shall 
have done some service by this letter. THOMAS SPARGO,

SLATE QUARRYING 1n WALES—THE TALYSARN QUARRIES: 

Str,—In reading the Journal of March 2, I noticed a report upon 
the Talysarn Slate Quarries, by Mr. Thomas Harvey. I have no pe- 
cuniary interest in property of that description, but being in North 
Wales in the summer of 1866, I made a point of visiting all the prin- 
cipal quarries and slate districts. I had a very favourable opportu- 
nity of carefully looking at and of examining the slate quarries in 
Nantlle Vale, and amongst others the Talysarn Quarries. I have no 
doubt Mr. Harvey knows more about slate quarries than myself, but 
I venture to think that he has made a little too much of dykes and

Nantlle Vale where slates can be made from the blocks close under 
the subsoil. Two small quarries have been opened in the Talysarn 
meadows adjoining, and have proved that the Dorothea vein of slate 
extends under the whole of these meadows, close up to the Nantlle 
tramroad, and there is no doubt that the most valuable quarries upon 
the property will be found under these meadows. The same applies 
to the paddock and grounds adjoining Talysarn House. 

Iam by no means of Mr. Harvey’s opinion as to the quarries to 
which his report especially refers; on the contrary, I am of opinion 
—and T took some considerable trouble in arriving at it—thet the 
Talysarn Quarries will turn out well with the aid of a very moderate 
capital; and if these meadows are opened up in a proper manner 
the result must be highly profitable. Looking at the property alto- 
gether, it is not only well worth working, but I am convinced will, 
if efficiently and judiciously carried on, handsomely repay those who 
are about to do so, and whom I should strongly advise not to be de- 
terred by Mr. Harvey's report. 

As to whether these veins are a continuation of those of Bangor, 
it is a matter for geologists to settle; but I coyld never detect the 
difference between the slates at Lord Penrhyn’s quarries and those 
at the old Dorothea and under the Talysarn meadows; and since my

Str,—My attention has been called to a letter in the Journal of 
March 2, signed Thomas Harvey, as also a report on the Talysarn 
Quarries, inserted as an advertisement, and signed by the same party, 
Mr. Harvey has very ingeniously founded his letter, not upon what 
appeared in the prospectus of this company, but upon a clause in what 
he is pleased to term “‘an anonymous article,” to the effect that Messrs. 
Rundle and Bridges had made a profit on their working the Talysarn 
sroperty, and which statement he calls upon the “ promoters ” to with- 
draw. Iam afraid in the sense which Mr. Harvey means “promo. 
ters’ there are none inthiscompany; certainly no promotion money 
has been or will be paid to any person, nor if such promoters ex- 
isted do I see the connection they would have with either the anony- 
mous article in question or his absurd proposal respecting it. 

In the letter referred to Mr. Harvey proceeds to say that in his opi- 
nion Messrs. Rundle and Bridges did not make a profit; and in his 
second letter, published in last week’s Journal, he modifies this opi- 
nion by a vague sort of statement, which,if it means anything, means 
that while Messrs. Rundle and Bridges doubtless made a profit upon 
some of the quarries, yet, on the whole, they did not recoup themselves 
the amount of capital they had expended upon them. 

I have a feeling that when information of this sort is volunteered 
some gratitude is due to the informant: but the directors in this 
case are ungracious enough not toappreciateit. They did not think 
it necessary to enquire if Messrs. Rundle and Bridges had made a 
profit or not, nor do they think it a matter of the slightest import- 
ance; they are perfectly content to know that some person or per- 
sons have spent an enormous sum of money upon this property, that 
they had the faith to go on expending this money for 30 years, and 
the directors mean, despite Mr. Harvey’s opinion, to take advantage 
of such expenditure, and make a good protit on their own capital ; 
and, as they and their shareholders are perfectly content with the 
property they have got, I am sure that Mr. Harvey, who has nothing 
to do with it, cannot help, after this statement, feeling satisfied also. 
As to Mr. Harvey’s report, which he has so gratuitously drawn up, 
and, from a sense of kindness to this company, paid for as an adver- 
tisement, however questionable the directors may think his motives, 
they have no objection to any report which may be, or appear to be, 
a fair criticism on their property. Still Mr. Harvey will not be sur- 
prised if I inform him that his report carefully omits every favour- 
able feature in connection with the property, that it contains many 
things which are true and not new, and many things which are new 
and not true. And that the directors refuse to place any reliance on 
the report is not only owing to the above facts, but also that they 
would equally refuse te place the slightest reliance on any report of 
Mr. Harvey's in connection with slate property, whether good, bad, 
or indifferent. 

Mr. Harvey is, or at least calls himself, manager of four slate com- 
panies—the Prince of Wales, Princess of Wales, Llanfair Green and 
Blue Slate Company, and the Dorothea West Green, Blue, and Red 
Slate Company ; not one of the statements made respecting either of 
these have ever been borne out by realisation, nor have the share- 
holders ever received the slightest protits from the working thereof ; 
and I venture to think that it would be quite time enough for Mr. 
Harvey to hold himself out as an authority on slate quarries when he 
has succeeded in doing something for the unfortunate shareholders 
in those companies he is so closely connected with. 

With reference to Mr. Colliver’s note, in last week’s Journal, I am 
at a loss to understand the meaning of the “different circumstances” 
under which he alleges he wrote his report. The Talysarn property 
is in no way altered since his report was written ; and, therefore, in 
making that report Mr. Colliver must have given an honest and faith- 
ful opinion to the best of his abilities or not. No amount of “ differ- 
ent circumstances” can get him out of this difficulty. 

I may mention one “different circumstance,” which he does not 
allude to, but which is as follows—that when Mr. Harvey had this 
property a company was formed to purchase it from him for the sum 

of 40,0007., and Mr. Colliver’s report was the one on which the com- 

pany relied—in fact, was the only report published in their pros- 

pectus, and which was circulated and advertised. At that time Mr. 

Colliver seems to have had no misapprehension that anyone would 

be misled by it, as he did not take the steps he has done in this in- 

stance to guard against such a possibility. Doubtless the “different 

circumstances” to which he refers at that time did exist, but I ven- 

ture to think if fewer reports were written under “different circum- 

stances’ the public would place a great deal more reliance in them 

than they do, and it would be much better for the reputation of the 

writers. In declining any further correspondence in connection with 

statements and reports on these quarries, I shall be doing Mr. Harvey 

a service, and save his employers’ time, if I recommend him to ab-

The half-yearly general meeting of shareholders was held

Mr. G. W. DUMBELL (Chairman of the company) in the chair. 

The notice convening the meeting having been read, the following 
report of the directors was submitted :— 


The half-yearly meeting of shareholders in the Great Laxey Mining Com- 
pany gives the directors an opportunity of not only bringing forward a state- 
ment of accounts, but also enables the board to enter into full explanations as 
to the present state and future prospects of the mine, and further to disabuse 
the minds of the shareholders and the public from the effects of unfounded re- 

rts, industriously circulated with a view to gratify private feelings, and to 
Gring down the value of the company’s shares in the market, Onder all these 
circumstances, it is with no ordinary satisfaction that the directors are able 
this day to state that during the half-year ending January 5 last the produce of 
the mine has exceeded that of any former six months, and although the work- 
ing cost has been considerably more than for the half-year ending in July, the 
general balance in favour of the company (after payment of 15,0001. dividendsin 
the six months) is 9007. more than the balance in July. The report of the ma- 
nagers will be read with much satisfaction, and proves that the present state of 
the shareholders’ property is all that could be desired, and whilst the present 
raisings of ore are so extensive, the large increase of reserves are a guaran- 
tee for the continuance of Great Laxey as a profitable investment for years to 
come.

from beginning to end—had been concocted by discharged servants of the com- 

pany, who seemed to be actuated by great personal animus, and to have made 

them simply to serve some personal end, and gratify a petty pique against the 

board, provoked by dismissal. There had been a great many anonymous letters 

inthe Mining Journal and other papers, containing the most untruthful and 

unfounded statements relative to the company, and he had refrained from no- 

ticing them, because he could not afford to waste the time necessary upon any 

one who made a statement and had not the courage to append his name, but 

who would rather keep behinda screen. Hesaid thatthe first thing which came 

under notice was an advertisement in the Journal. Havingread the advertise- 

ment, he said the board caused another to be inserted underneath it, and he 

thought that they had good grounds for complaint that such an advertisement 

should have emanated from a discharged servant of the company. The next 

thing he said was a letter which appeared in the Journal of Feb. 23. He read 

the letter, which was signed Thomas Thompson, and proceeded to comment 

in detail upon the statements it contained. He said that Mr. Thompson was 

compelled to admit that Great Laxey was a most valuable property, and an ad- 

mission of that kind from one who was seeking to injure the company was very 

valuable. But the writer went on to say that his interest in the company was 

opposed to any such action. But a gentleman who had seen the advertisement 

applied to Mr. Thompson for the information which he professed to be able to 

give and got only the statements made in the letter which appeared on Feb, 14. 

Therefore, Mr. Thompson had no private information, and could have none. 

All the information to be gleaned was obtained by the directors, and published 

in the Journal every month, and when Mr. Thompson professed to be able togive 

more he professed to be able to do that which he could not. Everything was 

straightforward and open, and he defied anyone to say there was any secrecy. 

It might be true that no man appreciated Great Laxey more than Mr, Thompson, 

because he had made his fortune out of it, and it was only by the board taking 
him by the hand, and putting him as secretary of the company, that he was 

enabled to gather round him the companies he had, As to his interest in the 
company, when he wrote that letter he had only one share in the company. 

Next as to the figures given by Mr. Thompson ; he said they revealed an amount 
of duplicity and cunning, for they professed to be facts and figures which 

they were not, and could only have been put forward to impress people with a 
false idea of the value of the property, and make the shareholders believe that 
the mine had been so mismanaged that in 12 months 90Q0/. had been lost. That 
was not the fact. Mr. Thompson had carefully abstained from taking the half- 
year’s accounts. For during the year he referred to the company paid in di- 
vidend and bonus the sum of 33,125/.; they applied 38191. of capital in the le- 

gitimate working of new parts of the property, so that in all they spent and 
divided as dividend and bonus 35,9001. in round figures, and yet he said they had 
been charged with reducing the assets by 90001. The inference was, and it had 
been publicly stated, that they were paying the dividends out of capital, whereas, 
by tracing the figures given for the past four half-years, it would be seen that 
they accounted for the expenditure of capital, and had, in Jan., 1867, 14,3001, 6s. 1d. 
in hand, and that sum they had at the present moment. The board had always 
paid the dividends out of profits, and always had had a sufficient balance of 
profit in hand soto do. They were selling 100 tons of lead every fortnight, be- 
sides the amount of blende they sold, and at the present moment they had cop- 
per in stock besides. In respect to the statement that they only realised a nett 
profit of 5007. for the month, that was true in part. When the frost set in they 
were obliged to suspend, as they could not wash and return the ore raised, su that 
for the month they earned about 10001., but it had been more than counterba- 
lanced by subsequent operations. The board paid 75001. in dividends every three 
months, and if the money did not come out of profits, he could not tell where it 
came from. They could not pay it unless they got it from the bowels of the 
earth in the shape of ore. In reference to the questions put by Mr. Thompson 
in his letter, the Chairman said that the actual management of the mine never 
was taken from Captain Rowe and placed in the hands of Captain John Kitto. 
Captain John Kitto was only an agent, and the terms of his agreement were that 
he was to work with Captain Rowe, and underhim, matters in dispute to be set- 
tled by the board. He said that there was no truth in the statement that Capt. 
Kitto was the making of the mine; and he denied that Capt. Kitto ever made a 
new discovery inGreat Laxey. He denied that the course of working was altered 
by Capt. Kitto. Capt. Rowe was never reinstated, because he had never been 
displaced. As to the charge about a cargo of ore having been sold, and the pro- 
ceeds appropriated by the captains, the statement was said to have been made 
by the Rev. Mr. Bellamy, the chaplain of Laxey, Capt. Rowe's brother-in-law. 
In the first place, Mr. Bellamy denied having made the statement; and in the 
next, Capt. Kitto never mentioned it until after he had been discharged. But 
the board had enquired, and there was no truth In the statement. The other 
statement about the bore-rods was partly true. They were made at the mine, 
but not by the Laxey men, nor with the Laxey Company's material, It wasa 
permission granted to use the lathe of the Laxey Company, because it was the 
finest, and the machinery the most perfect of any, and it was only the same pri- 
vilege as would have been accorded to any stranger. The gentleman to whom 
permission was accorded was nota directoratthetime. If there really were any- 
thing wrong—and there was not—but if there were, why, he blamed Capt. John 
Kitto and Mr. Thomas Thompson for not zpprising the board of it whilst they 
were paid servants of the company, and when it was their duty to protect its 
interests, instead of waiting till they had been discharged. (Cheers.) After some 
further remarks the Chairman went on to observe that Mr. Thomas Thompson 
said he never had, and never would ‘* bear’’ the shares of thecompany. In refer- 
ence to that, he said Mr. Thomas Thompson had so spoken and written about 
the company to a gentleman who had to gell as a trustee, that the shares, which 
would never but for that have been sold for less than par, only fetched 31. 10s. ; 
and in addition, that he had told two gentleman that he could, with very little 
trouble, force the shares upto 401, if he were backed by one or two large holders. 
And when he wanted some shares he went to another gentleman, and said he 
ought to let him have them at 157., and if he did not he would force them down 
to 101. Proceeding to glance at the accounts, the Chairman said that,on a com- 
parison with those previously furnished, it would be seen that the mine was pro- 
gressing. That 213 tons more had been raised in the half-year, 291 tons more 
blende, and 206 tons more copper, and the sales were 39851. 14s. 5d. more than 
for the previous half-year. He thought those were very gratifying results, and 
that no one could possibly doubt the excellence of the property, notwithstanding 
the statements made to the contrary. They were ralsing 100 tons of ore every 
14 days, and the reserves were such that they could go on for years. The opera- 
tions were carried on in the 110 fathom level, where there was a very valuable 
ounch of ore, They had been led to believe there would be a falling off, but in- 
stead of going off it continued to improve. In putting down the new shaft they 
had gone 10 fathoms deeper than the 110, the sole of which had never been 
touched, The ore was abundant in the 120 fm. level; and when he told them 
that there was no level underneath it, but that it was all whole ground, he thought 
any man must see that they had good reserves of ore for some time to come. He 
concluded by moving the formal resolution for the adoption of the report and 
accounts. ——Mr. F. BROADRENT seconded the motion. 

Capt. J. KITro next addressed$the meeting. He had not the agreement with 
him, but he understood his appointment to be that of manager. As to his not 
being instrumental in making new discoveries, he drove the cross-cut to the east. 
In reference to the statement about the cargo of ore, he had told Mr. Bellamy 
that he should take proceedings against him. He had not doneso yet. As to 
the iron rods, all that he stated eighteen months ago he stated again now. 

Capt. ROWE said it was during the month that Capt. J. Kitto was laid up that 
it was decided to go on with the cross-cut, which was originally begun at the in- 
stigation of a brother of Capt. Rowe's some few years before. 

Mr. THOMAS THOMPSON begged the shareholders to suspend their judgment 
for the present. It was impossible for him to follow Mr. Dumbell and reply to 
him then ; but as, no doubt, these remarks would appear in print he would take 
an .opportunity of answering them. Mr. Thompson was proceeding; to read a 
portion of a letter he had received from the Chairman, when— 

Mr. LEE observed that he must obiect to the letters being read in public, and 
giving it as his opinion that Mr. Thompson was not fit to be secretary of any 
company if he would read the private communications between himself and 
the board. 

Mr. THOMPSON went on to say that the cost-sheets were never examined ; that 

the money was sent down to the mine before the cost-sheets were looked at, and 
they were never looked at afterwards. He also said that sinking the new en- 
gine-shaft had cost more than had been stated. 
The CHAIRMAN, in reply, said that the cost of the engine-shaft could easily 
be ascertained on a reference to the cost-sheet. The statement about the cost- 
sheets not being examined was utterly and entirely false, The cost-sheet was 
alwaysin his hands some days before the money was applied for, and he had often 
had to ask{questions upon it. There was no more difficulty in showing the price 
of the new engine-shaft than of any ordinary transaction of the mine, 

After some slight further discussion, the report was adopted unanimously, 

A warm vote of thanks to the Chairman and directors concluded the business 
of the meeting.

from a Mr. John Cubbon, of Douglas, one of those who had recently joined the 
company, in which he stated that many of the shareholders there were dissatis- 


fled with the management, and wished to know if the directors were willing to 

appoint another mining captain.

They then arranged for the in- 

spection of the mine by Capt. James Paull, oneof Messrs. John Taylor and Sons’ 

principal agents in Cardiganshire, and his report was also favourable to Capt. 

Rowe’s management. The dissatisfied shareholders, on the other hand, em- 

ployed a Capt. John Kitto and Capt. Bawden, late the agent at the Foxdale 
Mines, the former having about 18 months ago ceased to be the under agent at 
the Great Laxey Mine, under circumstances which have led him since then to 
be notoriously hostile to Capt. Rowe, and the latter also, as your directors are 
credibly informed, not be friendly disposed towards him. From them a report 
was obtained condemning Capt. Rowe’s management, and describing a state of 
things calculated to influence persons who had no means of knowing better. 
The parties who procured this report then hastily called a meeting, to which no- 
body was invited who could give correct information, or expose misstatements ; 
and having made indignant and abusive speeches, and passed resolutions, they 
took care to have them published in the newspapers, and extensively circulated 
among the shareholders, before any opportunity had been afforded to your di- 
rectors of conveying auy information to the shareholders, which might putthem 
on their guard as to the truth of the statements so made. Under these circum- 
stances, and having now some definite statements as to te grounds on which 
the dissentients professed to found their complaints, your directors thought it 
advisable to have the mine again carefully inspected and reported on by an in- 
dependent mining captain, who was instructed to turn his attention specially to 
the points complained of, and who was also instructed to put himself into com- 
munication with the dissentient shareholders through their Chairman. For 
this purpose Capt. Thomas Richards, of Hingston Down, was selected. The in- 
structions given to him, and his report, have already been printed and circulated, 
and your directors feel sure that you will agree with them that Capt. Richards 
gives a most satisfactory and conclusive reply to the misstatements that have 
been so recklessly made. 

6. So much has lately been written and circulated on this subject that your 
directors think it quite unnecessary for them to make any further allusion to it. 
They will only add that while the opinions and reports of such men as Mr. 
Warington Smyth, Captain James Paull, and Capt. Thomas Richards, after per- 
sonally inspecting the mine, are unanimously favourable to, and even laudatory 
of, Capt. Rowe’s management, the shareholders may rest assured that therecan 
be no real grounds for the charges brought against him. 

7. With regard to the new wheel, it appears to have been thought not only as 
unnecessary, but also a work recently proposed and undertaken. It will, how- 
ever, be remembered that at the last general meeting your directors stated—* In 
Capt. Rowe's report, given in the prospectus, he calculated that the present ma- 
chinery would suffice to take the mine down 100 fms., and he still believes that 
will be the case. But considering that theshaft is now approaching 80 fathoms 
it will be necessary shortly to take steps to erect a larger pumping-wheel, so as 
to be prepared to continue the sinking of the shaft without interruption.

The first ordinary general meeting of shareholders was held at the

Mr. J. C. GOODMAN (the secretary) read the notice convening the 
meeting. 

The report of the directors stated that the results obtained since 
the commencement of the operations in the spring of last year have fully verified 
the expectations which had been entertained of the valueof their property. Not- 
withstanding the unfavourable and exceptional state of Italy during the past 
year, which greatly interfered with all commerciai enterprises in that country, 
the returns, which commenced in April, and embracing, therefore, the produce 
of nine months only, have amounted to 29720zs. of gold, of the value of 
96631. 19s. 9d., leaving a large profit, after deducting all expenses connected with 
the production at the mines and in England. It must be borne in mind that, 
although operations for the more effectual working of the property were com- 
menced during the past year, the above returns were still obtained from the 
daily treatment by the old imperfect native mills of about 614 tons of ore only. 
The average yield of this ore has been 2 ozs. of gold per ton, of an average value 
of 31. 5s. peroz. During the year the important communication between the 
Aquavite and Peschiera Mines has been effected, and the Peschiera Mine has been 
sunk to the 75 fm. level. The lode, as will have been seen from the last pub- 
lished report of Capt. Thomas Warne, has averaged during this sinking 4 ft. in 
width, worth for gold 501. per fathom; the bottom stopes yielding 8 tons of ore 
per fathom, worth 2ozs. of gold per ton.

The following Application for Patent by TH. BERRENS, of Tarbes, 
in France, relates to a subject of interest to miners. The title is for 
improvements in the process and apparatus for perforating tunnels 
and galleries of mines of great length through rocks much quicker 
than by the process hitherto employed.—SHEARD, of Elmwood House, 
Batley, has applied for a patent for furnaces.—PARRY, of Birming- 
ham, mineral surveyor, and FREARSON, of the same place, engineer, 
have applied for a patent relating to the treatment or purification of 
sewage.—The following application may also be noticed: Gosst, of 
Antwerp, for transporting, warehousing, and barrelling petroleum 
oil or liquids lighter than water. It really is very earnestly to be 
hoped that Mr. Gossi has discovered some mode of preventing the 
dreadful mishaps likely to occur in the storing of that highly com- 
bustible material, petroleum.—The following may likewise be re- 
ferred to :—MACcRAKE, of Liverpool, hydro-carbon oils, for safety and other lamps. 
This subject is certainly of interest to miners, if some hydro-carbon oil manu- 
facture especially adapted for their lamps has been devised.—_HASELTINE (com- 
munication from Botticher), pump-joint packings.—Dvuyck, of Glasgow, utilising 
mineral and other oils for the production of heat.—NEwTON (communication 
from Sellers), steam-hammers.—CLARK (communication from Lemley), driving 
fan-blowers by steam.—YOUNG, of Straiton, and BRASH, of Leith, distillation 
of bituminous substances.—Another application for patent for improvements in 
miners’ safety-lamps has also been recently deposited. The applicant in this 
case is ROWLEY, miners’ Jamps manufacturer, at Birmingham.—BRECKON, 
colliery manager, at Darlington, and Dixon, of Crook, Durham, engineer, have 
taken steps to obtain provisional protection for machinery for conveying, screen- 
ing, and loading coke and other materials. 

It may be observed that a commission has been appointed at Toulon in refer- 
ence to submarine mines, and attention has been directed to the use of torpedos 
in this connection. 

S.C. SALISBURY, of New York, has just filed an application for patent, No. 652, 
relating to the manner of reducing and refining metallic ores, more particularly 
ores of iron, and converting iron into steel, and apparatus to be used in con- 
nection therewith. , ,

PRINCE has specified a patent (as a communication from Ball, of 
New York), relating to a mode of preserving wood. The patentee proposes to 
employ for this purpose crude petroleum, either alone or mixed with mineral 
paint or pigment. He directs that the wood to be preserved shall be immersed 
in the petroleum till complete saturation be effected, and he employs for this 
purpose a vessel which receives the wood ; from this vessel the air is to be ex- 
hausted by an air-pump or other means, and then the petroleum is to be intro- 
duced.—M‘NALLY (specification of patent, No. 1812) proposes, under his inven- 
tion, to grind or polish circular saws and other like articles, by using two grind- 
stones or wheels, mounted in a line with each other, and supported in bearings, 
which may be made adjustable by screws. Thecircular saw or disc to be ground 
is placed on and revolves with a shaft of semi-circular form, supported at right 
angles to the axis of the grindstones, in a frame which receives reciprocating 
motion by means of a screw shaft and cams, so that as the circular sawrevolves 
it is constantly passed to and fro between the grindstones; the rotation of the 
saw is effected by pressure and friction of India-rubber or other discs or wheels. 
In another part of the invention the patentee uses ylelding bearings for mount- 
ing ordinary grindstones or polishing wheels, He supports the shafts as usual, 
and then encloses them in an outer pedestal, and places springs, or compressed 
air, water, or other ‘yielding packing, in the space between the bush and the 
pedestal, so that the bearings will yield if undue lateral pressure be exerted. 
For grinding file-blanks the patentee uses vertical frames, to which reciprocating 
motion is communicated, and these are fitted with one or more chambers con- 
taining compressed air or liquid. The outer surface of these chambers is made 
of thin and flexible material, so that they form yielding supports for the file- 
blanks while being presented to the grindstones, whereby the pressure exerted is 
duly equalised. Sometimes the patentee employs conical or wedge shaped bars, 
fitting side by side, and sliding against each other, so as to produce a self- 
adjusting or compensating surface, For regulating and determining the pres- 
sure of the blanks on the grindstones, the inventor describes the employment of 
an arrangement of levers combined with a weight, which exerts pressure on the 
back of the frame; and thus follows the form of the article, so that it may be 
ground without affecting the form to which it Is forged, and the grinding pres- 
sure is rendered uniform. "— j

The miners agree 
that we only want the jigging-machines. There isa large quantity of vein stuff 
of good average quality lying inside the mine ready for tramming to the floors ; 
it extends the whole length of the mine, not less than 10 feet in depth, and in 
some places upwards of 20 feet.’’

But there are cases where the condemnation of a casting 
would involve the loss of a large amount of work expended upon it, especially 
when the casting is a heavy one, and one costing much to prepare it for its work, 


| It may not be generally known that such fractures are capable of repair by the 


same process that originally created the complete casting. If a mold ef sand is 
made about the ends of the broken portions, and melted iron is poured into the 
mold a union may be formed if the molten tron is allowed to impinge upon the sepa- 
rated surfaces, and then run off until they become fused, when the outward flow 
of iron is stopped, and allowed to fill the vacant space. The time allowed for 
fusing the ends of the fracture can be ascertained by feeling with an iron rod, 
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When the iron of the original casting “gives’’ readily it is time to stop the outs 
flow gate.—Scientiyic American. 





EXPORTS OF STEEL AND IRoN.—The exports of steel and iron of 
various kinds effected last year from the United Kingdom were un- 
precedentedly large, amounting to 1,681,992 tons, against 1,617,509 
tons in 1865, 1,502,964 tons in 1864, 1,640,949 tons in 1863, 1,501,451 
tons in 1862, 1,322,694 tons in 1861, 1,442,045 tons in 1860, 1,465,191 
tons in 1859, 1,349,058 tons in 1858, and 1,532,386 tons in 1857, — If 
it be said that the increase in the ten years has not been very strik- 
ing, such a remark cannot be made if we carry the comparison back 
for a further period of ten years. Thus in 1856 Great Britain ex- 
ported 1,438,900 tons of iron and steel, as compared with 1,092,735 
tons in 1855, 1,196,663 tons in 1854, 1,261,272 tons in 1853, 1,035,884 
tons in 1852, 919,479 tons in 1851, 783,424 tons in 1850, 709,492 tons 
in 1849, 626,141 tons in 1848, and 549,709 tons in 1847. Great Bri- 
tain has thus multiplied threefold her exports of iron and steel dur- 
ing the last 20 years. The value of the iron and steel exported last 
year was 14,829,369/.,ascompared with 13,471,359/, in 1865, 13,310,4842. 
in 1864, 13,150,9367. in 1863, 11,365,1507. in 1862, 10,326,646/. in 1861, 
12,151,9972, in 1860, 12,314,437/. in 1859, 11,197,072/. in 1858, and 
13,603,3372. in 1857. In 1847 the value of our iron and steel exports 
was only 5,265,7792. 





Cast STEEL—MAGNESIA CRUCIBLES.—In the Mining Journal of 
March 24, 1866, reference was made to the discovery by Mr. Caron 
of the fact that steel melted in magnesian crucibles was free from 
the air bubbles so often met with when the melting is made in cru- 
cibles of other material. The experiments of Mr. Caron demonstrated 
that it is not the hydrogen nor the carbonic oxide gas, absorbed by 
the iron or steel in fusion, which produces the blisters; they show, 
moreover, that the bubbles proceed from two causes, which contribute 
equally to the formation of carbonic acid gas. These two causes 
are, first and foremost, the oxide of iron produced by the oxidising 
atmosphere of the furnace ; next, the decomposition, by the carbon, 
of the steel, of the silicate of iron formed at the contact with the 
silica of thecrucibles. It appearsthat Mr. H. St. Claire-Deville has 
given considerable attention to the utilisation of Mr. Caron’s dis- 
covery, and has succeeded in making crucibles which give the best 
possible results. They are made of pure oxide of magnesia, com- 
pressed dry—otherwise they split. We hope to be able in next week’s 
Journal to give some further particulars on the subject.

Asan old adventurer, having a large 
stake, I earnestly beg to urge on managers and committees of our tin mines not 
to sell a single ton of tin until they can make 60/. perton. That there will be 
a falling off from Cornwall this year of more than 2000 tons of metal is evident, 
and let any man of common sense examine the statistics connected with the 
foreign supplies, and nothing further need be said. ‘ 

WEST GODOLPHIN.—One of the most important discoveries made 
in the county of Cornwall for some years has lately been made in this mine. A 
new lode, hitherto unworked in the sett, has been cut, and at 10 ft. from surface 
to the present depth is producing tin to the value Of 101. perfm. The agents 
report that the lode may be stoped at a cost of 10s. perfm. Other parts of the

REMARKS.—The Metal Market has continued during the past week 
in much the same condition as it has been in for some weeks, and 


we still have to wait for the realisation of our hopes of a better 
state of things arising. Various influences seem to be operating at 
the present time to retard a return to activity in the metal trade; 
among which not the least important are the effects of the monetary 
panic of last year, which are still exercising a most prejudical in- 
fluence upon mercantile transactions in many quarters, and which 
cannot be expected to be entirely removed for some time; still we 
have little doubt that in the course of time all these influences will 
be either dispersed or counteracted, and that we shall again find bu- 
siness resuming @ more satisfactory character, though we are fearful 
that it will be some time before we shall again find the metal trade 
resuming the animation and life which characterised it in former 
years. It is very unfortunate that the combination of workmen 
should be still in mischievous operation, and that by their continued 
strikes they should be the means of driving trade out of the country, 
which they are undoubtedly doing, and thus not only injuring them- 
selves but the community at large; and we regret to find that in 
one of the Welsh iron districts the puddlers have again turned out, 
and thus caused a stoppage in the works. It is earnestly to be hoped 
that these misguided men may see the folly of the course they are 
pursuing ere it is too late, and may be induced to see that those 
parties who are leading them to these acts are far from being their 
true friends, and that their motives are anything but a desire to im- 
a the condition of the working men, or to place them ina better 
position,

MINING IN COLORADO.—General James F. Hall, writing from 
Mount Bullion, says :—‘“ Ihave chosen not to be in haste in redeem- 
ing my promise to write aborc the mines and mining interests of 
this section, but I have waited until I visited most of the mines and 
many of the undeveloped claims of Silver Mountain, Alpine, Moni- 
tor, and Mogul districts. ‘do not desire to serve any speculative 
interests, therefore most cf my remarks will be general, excepting 
where peculiarities of cevtain mines require special mention, as in 
the case of the Morning Star. This is, indeed, an extraordinary 
mine, The croppings are on the apex of the hill, about 9400 feet 
above the level of the sea. I can assure you that it took mesome hard climbing 
in the rarefied air of the mountains to reach the top. The croppings havea 
promising appearance ; the rock looks dead, but is filled with iron and other 
metals, thrown up tn a state of fusion, and mixed with the quartz in most fan- 
tastic forms, and they give scarcely a trace of the precious metals. The course 
of the lode is north and south. It is now worked from the tunnel, which gives 
a depth of 250 ft. under the croppings. Nearly al! the ore taken from this mine 
comes from this chimney of croppings ; it seems to be in masses of solid metal, 
assuming the most extraordinary and beautiful forms and combinations. The 
ore is very rich in both gold and silver, but is very intractable, and has not yet 
been worked to advantage. Mr. Uznay is just about completing a mill, where 
he is sanguine that he can work it very near to the assay. A success will bea 
great thing forthe whole country. This vein follows down the canon into the 
Monitor district, where the same ore is found in the Wild Yankee and other 
undeveloped mines, then running over and showing similar ore again on Mount 
America, and there known as the Vertex lode, or the Michigan Tunnel.

The tunnel, mill site, and water power on the 
East Carson river are the best and the most favourably situated in the dis- 
trict.

Stock Exchange and ordinary business is decidedly dulness, with no 
prospect of a speedy improvement, Fenianism, though not actually 
alarming our capitalists and men of business, is naturally still en- 
grossing their attention. Tothis must be added the depression inva- 
riably caused by inclement weather, of which we have had an un- 
usual share for the last week, Political alarmists take even advan- 
tage of this latter unfortunate circumstance, and assert that a more 
formidable rising of the Fenians is only postponed until warmer 
days shall set in, As our Dublin correspondent predicted last week, 
some of our English contemporaries have made strong efforts to 
check for a long time the influx of English capital for the purposes 
of Irish enterprise, and even gone so far as to say that the Irish 
gentry and Irish capital were leaving for England. That such is 
not the fact, and that our correspondent is not unsupported in his 
conviction to the contrary of all those damaging assertions, we give 
here an extract from the Dublin Evening Mail, which says on this 
subject :— 
‘* We mentioned a day or two ago that at some polnts withfn the disturbed 
districts of the country, where the resident gentry had spiritedly put themselves 
at the head of their tenants and dependents, and shown a disposition to protect 
their own lives and property, and that of their poorer neighbours, from the 
wandering hordes of scattered insurgents, their tenantry had rallied round 
them, and the consequence was an Immediate feeling of confidence, such as it is 
not in the power of the Government to produce by almost any measure within 
their reach. Since those remarks were made we have had additional reason to 
mark their force and soundness. We are glad to announce that a number of 
Irish ;proprietors, who were casually absent from their homes, and that even 
some of the class of habitual absentees, are returning to share the difficulties 
and dangers, if there should be any, of their people. The duties the country 
gentry have to perform, even though there should be no actual outbreak, in a 
district are very Important in the present crisis, and the occasion properly 
taken advantage of may tend to bring about an Improvement in the relations 
of landlord and tenant, by showing how little agitators can benefit the small 
farmer in the time of a peril, and how spiritedly, on the other hand, the land- 
lords can perform their duty when every feeling of honour and patriotism im- 
pels them to share the troubles of their tenantry.”’ 

However, notwithstanding these reassurances on the part of all 
the best informed, prices of all stocks and shares—excepting only 
Government securities, which are supported by the present over- 
abundance of unemployed capital—are not only flat, but have a 
tendency to further decline.

HE IRON TRADE.—Messrs. Shaw and Thompson (March 13), 
Ate :—‘* The state of the iron trade during the past fortnight shows a fairly 
ained demand for the chief articles of manufacture, though in some branches 
pparative quietude has prevailed. The demand for rails has been good, both 
Wales and the North of England, and very considerable contracts have been 
ed, 17,000 tons having been arranged in two contracts in Middlesbro’ alone, 
ough by no means at remunerative prices, corsidering the requirements of 
specification. Plate, sheet, and angle tron still continue languid, the reason 
ng that the production recently called into existence is more than sufficient 
neet the curtailed demand, which the present dull state of trade requires. 
43 branch of the trade must be content to walt fora revival of activity, which 
do not expect now can be very remote. Were the export and import trade 
he country actually diminishing (at preseni the reverse of the fact), we should 
ect that shipbuilding would continue dull for a lengthened period ; but we 
not regard the present condition of that trade otherwise than exceptional,

THE INSPECTORS’ REPORTS, 

The reports of the several Inspectors for 1865, as well for coal mines 
as for the mines of ironstone of the coal measures, have just been

| printed, and present a less satisfactory account, there having been 


number of separate accidents to the extent of 60, 
and an increase of 117 in the number of deaths resulting. Last year’s 
reports showed the chief increase, as compared with 1863, to have 
been in accidents arising from falls of coal and stone, whilst com- 
paring 1865 with the preceding year there is a very satisfactory di- 
minution in this class. In explosions there has been an increase, as 
compared with the preceding year, and there has likewise been a 
very considerable increase in the miscellaneous accidents. Each 
accident during 1864 resulted, on the average, in 1] deaths, whilst 
in the preceding year 1*2 deaths resulted from each separate casualty 
in 1865 the deaths from each separate casualty again reached 1°2 
nearly. We subjoin our usual tabulated summary, which will enable

THE COAL TRADE IN BRAZIL. 


The enormous facilities possessed by Brazil for the opening out of 
a large trade in coal has been several times alluded to, and, consi- 
dering the fact that no less an authority than Professor Agassiz pro- 
nounces the coal to unquestionably belong to the carboniferous period, 
itis remarkable that so little has hitherto been done to turn the dis- 
coveries made to commercial advantage. Specimens of the coal from 
the mines on the River Jaguarao, discovered by Mr. Nathaniel Plant, 
have recently been forwarded to this country by the Consul at Rio de 
Janeiro, and are.now deposited in the Museum of Practical Geology, 
in Jermyn-street. They are accompanied by an elaborate report by 
the discoverer, in which it is stated that one of the principal features 
of this coal field, as far as it has been examined, consists in the great 
depth of some of the coal beds, and the facilities which it presents in 
a long escarpment for getting the coal by open quarrying ; it would 
reqnire neither deep shafts nor drawing-engines, nor scarcely one- 
tenth of the expensive plant required to work the coal from most other 
fields. The outcrop presents no less than 65 feet of bituminous coal, 
exposed along the margin of a river valley, and all the implements 
required to get the coal will be the miner’s pick and blasting powder. 
The coal would fall almost unaided into the wagons below. The se- 
dimentary rocks forming the coal basin have a uniform inclination 
towards the south-west, dipping at anangle of from 10° to 150°, and 
apparently rest upon the mica-schist and sienitic rocks which surround 
the valley of the River Jaguarao and its confluents. The subjoined 
table shows the order of superposition :—

Below this there is a sandstone similar to No. 1, and the next rock 
in succession is a very pure limestone, the thickness and extent of 
which has not been ascertained ; in all probability it lies on a mica- 
schist, which, together with sienite, forms the hills surrounding the 
coal basin of the valley of the River Jaguarao. The No.4 coal is of a 
semi-bituminous character, and although it leaves a high percentage 
of ash after combustion, it is thought that it may be found useful 
for smelting the various iron ores found in the interstratifying rocks 
of the coal beds. The No. 8 coal has been used with success as fuel 
by the steamers navigating the Lagos dos Patos, and although it left 
a greater percentage of ash than Cardiff coal, it must be considered 
that the samples were taken from near the surface. The No. 10 coal 
has been used as fuel in a variety of ways with marked success: the 
coke from this coal is of a better quality than that derived from the 
Cardiff coal. It is estimated that when the Candiota Mines are 
opened the Brazilians can be supplied with coal at one-half the price 
now paid for imported coal. 








FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY. 

A royal Belgian decree approves the statutes of the Sardo-Belgian 
Mining and Metallurgical Company, which is a re-organisation of 
the Lavoir and Blanc-Misseron Mines and Ironworks Company. By 
the arrangements made the newcompany procures as floating capital 
the product of 3000 preference shares, or 42,000/., which it is to re- 
deem in 25 years by drawings by lot. Great advantages are given 
to these preference shares—first, an interest of 6 per cent. ; secondly, repayment 
in 25 years; thirdly, a participation in the surplus profits ; and fourthly, an or- 
dinary share to be received on the redemption of each preference share. A royal 
Belgian decree also approves the new statutes of the Chartreuse and Violette Col- 
lieries Company, the office of which is at Grivegnée, The five liquidators of the 
Belgian General Railway Plant Company are each to receive a remuneration of 
12401. The fall in the Belgian coal trade anticipated by consumers, who were 
reluctant in consequence to conclude long-termed contracts, does not produce 
itself so easily as it had been hoped that it would, Prices are, on the contrary, 
maintained, with the exception of coking coal, which has experienced simultane- 
ously a slight downward movement in all the centres of extraction. Some in- 
dustrials of the Charleroi district, less patient or more hardly pressed than others, 
have decided not to wait any longer, and have accepted considerable contracts 
at 12s. 10d. perton. ‘The firm attitude of prices is attributed to the fact that 
the extraction is likely to be restricted, as field-work and brick-making areevery 
year taking off from coal mining a number of men, whom it is difficult to replace. 
Added to this, preparatory works have become indispensable in almost all the 
collieries, so that it is not difficult to understand the firmness of coalowners in 
presence of the attempts made in the direction of lower prices. At Liége the 
coal market, after having experienced a certain feebleness, appears to be reviving, 
some rather important affairs having been concluded. Coke has given rise to 
few transactions, and consequently is not so well supported. In the basin of the 
Couchant de Mons the situation has not changed; prices are maintained,although 
stocks display a sensible tendency to increase. Some partial stoppages are ex- 
pected ; they are rendered inevitable for the rest, by the execution of various 
urgent works. The condition of Belgian siderurgical industry remains the same 
as in preceding weeks, and with the exception of a few small current orders, which 
have brought a little work to the various establishments, it may be said that 
the market is destitute of affaifs. Belgian metallurgy is not alone in expertenc- 
ing a persistent stagnation ; in England and France the same depression exists 
more or less. Prussian industry alone stands out in cheering contrast, in con- 
sequence of the very great wants which Prussia has to satisfy on her,own soil. 
These wants, stimulated by a favourable financial situation, are expected to 
largely increase, and Belgian industrials are hoping to participate in the profit 
of a demand which will, they expect, exceed Prussian means of production. 
It is considered that a general. revival of business will ‘shortly take place, and 
each producing country turns its eyes towards those centres of production which 
appear to offer the most certain outlets for its products when the long-expected 
era of prosperity sets in. After Prussia, which has just been mentioned, Bel- 
gium expects orders for Russia, and, perhaps, also for Switzerland, where new 
railway works are about to be undertaken. England expects orders from coun- 
tries beyond the seas, where French and Belgian products have no chance of 
competing advantageously with its own. As regards France, its interior con- 
sumption may be expected to revive, and in ordinary times it exceeds the total 
French production. At the same time, if hopes conceived should be realised 
with regard to works projected in Switzerland, it is probable that a contest 
will take place there between Belgian and French metallurgists. 

The North Belgian Railway Company received tenders last week 
fora lot of steel axles, guaranteed to run a distance of 125,900 miles. The tenders 
sent in comprised offers from Messrs. 8. J. Cooper and Co., of Leeds; Messrs. 
John Brown and Co., of Sheffield; and Messrs. Taylor Brothers and Co., of 
Leeds. The lowest tender was that of Messrs. 8. J. Cooper and Co. 

It appears that the imports of coal into France amounted last year 
to 6,103,000 tons, while in 1865 they had been only 5,281,000 tons, 
It was Belgium which furnished the greater part of these imports, 
which amounted for 1866 to 3,631,000 tons, against 3,100,000 tons in 
1865. Then came England, and then the German Association. French coal was 
only exported from France to Belgium in 1866; the export amounted to 92,000 
tons, against 47,100 tons in 1865. No coal appears to have been exported from 
France to Italy in 1866, although the geographical position of France may pos- 
sibly enable her to appropriate one day thegreater part of her coal supply, which 
is now almost exclusively derived from England. Asensible feebleness in prices 
begins to make itself felt in the Haute-Marne group; prices are still maintained, 
but they are expected to give way shortly ; coke is offered at St. Dizier at a de- 
cline of 9d. to 1s. 6d. per ton. In the Moselle district a similar reduction has ap- 
peared in Liége coke, and a symptom which has been much remarked upon is the 
presence of agents of Belgian collieries, who are secking after orders whick had not 
been solicited by this group for the past 18 months. Industrialsare calculating 
on the competition of Ruhr coke, which is offered ut 11s. 9d. on the spot. Ap- 
plications. have been made to the Eastern of France Railway Company, to ob- 
tain reductions for the conveyance of this coke, which might, it is contended, 
arrive at the Moselle by the new line from Spa to the Grand Ducal frontier 
(worked by the Eastern of France), for 11s. 6d. per ton, which would carry the 
price of the coke delivered to about 23s. 2d. per ton. There is no change to no- 
tice at St. Dizier; prices remain nominally at 41. 10s. per ton for charcoal-made 
refined pig, and 41. per ton for mixed pig. In rolled iron, first-class merchants’, 
from charcoal-made pig, has made 8/. to 91. per ton, with a scale of 4s, to 8s. per 
class; ditto, from coke-make pig, 7l. 12s. per ton; and ditto, from mixed pig, 
8/. 8s. per ton. In the Moselle district, with the exception of the foundries, 
which are pretty well provided with orders, there has been scarcely anything 
done either in pig or in tron; white pig is quoted at Metz at 2U. 18s. 4d., and 
even 21. 178. 6d. per ton, but these rates have brought notransactions. The pro- 
duction of iron in France has increased at the rate of about 50,000 tons per an- 








num since 1864, but during the same period the consumption does not appear to 





have progressed in the same proportion, which explains, in part, the feebleness 
of present prices. The greatest production, both of iron and pig, was effected 
in the Loire group. 

_ Itis remarked thatsince the conclusion of peace the production of 
iron under all forms has considerably developed itself in Germany, 
and that these products are disposed of on excellent conditions. It 
may thus be affirmed that Prussian siderurgy presents in this calamit- 
ous year a veritable exception among similar European industries. In most 
parts of Europe confidence is lacking, and great enterprises remain in a state of 
projection ; in Prussia, on the contrary, not only is money abundant, but confi- 
dence prevails in almost every mind, and great projects of public works, which 
had hitherto remained buried amid the incalculable difficulties created by the 
subdivision of a large country into small States, are now in a fair way of being 
carried out. The great railway companies are applying themselves to the con- 
struction of new lines, rendered necessary by the constant development of indus- 
try; and industrial companies are endeavouring to provide for the demands 
which these works willinvolve. ‘The Preussische Hutten und Bergwerks Gesell- 
schaft has just acquired the establishments of the old Vulkan Mines Company, 
with iron mines in the Siegen, Nassau, and Odenwalde, as well as many collieries. 

_ Some rather considerable quantities of disposable Chilian copper 
in bars have changed hands at Havre at 76/. per ton, and 10 tons to- 
be delivered at the end of March have also been sold at the same 
rate ; for the end of April 50 tons have been dealt in at 762. 10s. per 
ton; and for the end of May 25 tons, at 771. per ton. The article has continued 
quiet on the Paris market ; Chilian closed somewhat feebly at 771. to77/. 10s. per 
ton. There has been generally little activity in copper on theGerman markets, 
and the article has not been able to maintain itself at former rates. At Ham- 
burg the demand has been limited; the article attracts the attention of pur- 
chasers to only a small extent, and sales have been reduced to some small lots to 
meg the requirements of consumption. The Dutch markets for tin have been 
very animated, and present a special interest, in consequence of the approach- 
ing sale of the Dutch Society of Commerce, announced for March 28. As soon 
as the period of this sale was known the aspect of the market was sensibly 
modified ; and at Amsterdam and Rotterdam prices rose successively from 51% fis, 
to 52 fis., 524g fis., 53 fls., 5344 fls., 54 fls., and 544 fils. for Banca The tenacity 
of holders has alone prevented transactions from taking a greater expansion. 
Billiton has also been held at an advance, and is being now quoted at 53 fis. 
The upward movement is more particularly attributable to the fact that the 
quantities of tin which will be offered for sale by the Society of Commerce 
are less considerable than had been expected; thus although the stock de- 
clared Feb. 28 amounted to about 86,300 blocks, only 69,400 blocks of Banca and 
600 blocks of Billiton will be presented at the biddings, or altogether 70,000 
blocks, a total which is 39,000 blocks below the sale of Sept. 28, 1866. The sale 
will be effected by lots of 100 blocks each. The Society of Commerce has under- 
taken, besides an engagement not to bring any other tin upon the market before 
next autumn, that before then there shall be no public sale in India on account 
of the Government, and that the quantities which it will forward to China will 
not exceed 10,000 piculs, The annexed table shows the deliveries and stock of 
the last five years :—

the favourable advices from Holland and England, the tone of the secondary 
markets has sensibly improved, At Paris, Banca is quoted firmly at 941, ; Straits, 
902, to 921., and English, 871, per ton. At Berlin, Cologne, and Hamburg the 
demand has improved, and the article remains sustained at former rates, with 
an upward tendency. Nothing has occurred to indicate the probability of a 
favourable change in lead; no important modification can be noted in prices, 
Zine displays a tendency to improve. The Breslau market has regained great 
animation. Prices have also been well supported at Paris, although the demand 
is still rather moderate; rough Silesian has made 221, 16s, to 23/. 4d., and lead 
from other sources 221, 8s. tu 22/. 12s. per ton. 








REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM, 


MARCH 14,—The weather has again become extrethely wintry and 
stormy here, and the coal and other trades have been much impeded 
by heavy falls of snow ontheroads. The weather has also been very 
boisterous at sea, and, in consequence, the passage of shipping has 
been almost entirely prevented. The Tyne and other ports have been 
crowded with shipping of all kinds, both sailing vessels and steam 
vessels. But the demand for most classes of coal. especially house, 
is, of course, considerably improved. 

The yearly “bindings” at the collieries in Durham continue to 
make good progress, and all the men were agreed with at several 
large collieries last week. The average wages earned at most of the 
best works, so far as we have been able to learn, have been from 4s. 
to 5s., and in some cases 5s, 6d., per day. We hear of no disagree- 
ment between the parties in any part of Durham, but in Northum- 
berland it is said that a misunderstanding has taken place at the 
Kerton Colliery respecting prices, and some fears are entertained 
that a strike will take place, but it is hoped that this will be averted 
by some means, The average wages of the Northumberland men 
are higher than those we have noticed as prevailing in Durham, but 
the coal is stronger, and the men generally more powerful in the 
former county, which accounts for the difference. The coal exvorts 
from this district during February month were 440,315 tons, against 
396,591 tons in February, 1866, thus showing an increase of 43,724 
tons. There was an increase at all the ports, with one exception, 
and the increase atthe principal ports is very considerable. Theex- 
ception is at Hartlepool, where there was a decrease of 4716*tons. 

A movement has lately been made by the ironmasters of the dis- 
trict to get, if possible, a reduction made in the prices paid for coal 
and coke, and also in the rates charged by the railway companies for 
the conveyance of minerals. It is gratifying to find that the move- 
ment, so far as the coalownersis concerned, has been met in a friendly 
spirit,and concessions made. Ata meeting held at Darlington, which 
was attended by the iron and coalmasters of the district, the follow- 
ing resolution was passed :—*“ That it is expedient a discount should 
be allowed for a period of two months.” This refers to the rates 
paid for coal and coke, and some of the coalowners have acted upon 
this at once, and it is hoped that all will see the necessity of grant- 
ing some concession to this important trade in the past very difficult 
state of matters, and that the railway companies will also show some 
leniency towards one of the staple trades of the district. 

We had an opportunity a few days ago or inspecting a working 
model of Broadbent's safety-cage, and it really appears to be both 
simple and effective in its movements. Safety-cageswere tried here 
about 15 years ago, but they have never made any substantial pro- 
gress as yet, good ropes and careful and frequent inspection being 
relied on. A movement has, however, again been made lately in fa- 
vour of these cages, and there is no reason to doubt their ultimate 
adoption and success. Some of Broadbent's have been put in at the 
Rainton Collieries by Mr. Daglish, and, although they have not as 
yet been thoroughly tested, they will shortly be in full work, and 
this is, after all, the best test for all appliances in connection with 
collieries. Practical work is, indeed, the only sure test. The appa- 
ratus of Mr, Calow has, indeed, been tried, and very favourably re- 
ported upon, and it is at present at work at some of the collieries of 
Bolckow, Vaughan, and Co., Middlesbro’, The Calow apparatus 
differs in its mode of action from every other safety-cage, and it is 
considered by many to be superior to all others. However, the trial 
of Broadbent’s cage at the collieries of Earl Vane cannot fail to bring 
the subject into notice, and the relative merits of the different schemes 
will thus be ultimately ascertained. 

The meeting of the Northern Mining Institute was well attended, 
and in the absence of the Presidert (Mr. T. EK. Forster) the chair was taken by 
Mr. Edward Potter, one of the vice-presidents, : 
A paper was read by Mr. Cochrane “On a Clip Pulley.” This 
pulley has attracted some attention here since the meeting of the Agricultural 
Society at Neweastle, as it was chen used for the working of the ropes in connec- 
tion with the steam ploughing apparatus. It is, perhaps, quite applicable for 
this kind of work, but how far it is calculated to be useful when applied to mining 
purposes we are rfot prepared to say. It has. we belicve, been applied in some 
cases With varying success, but opinions appear at present to be conflicting re- 
specting it; but the discussion which will, no doubt, be brought on by the read- 
ing of this paper may throw some light upon the subject. 

An interesting discussion took place on the paper “On Underground 
Conveyance of Coal,’’ by Mr. Daglish. This subject will continue to occupy the 
attention of the Institute, but until the report of the committee, appointed some 
time ago, is received the matter will not be gone into. When this report is re- 
ceived the whole question of the conveyance of coal underground by means of 
tail ropes, endless chains, &c., may be expected to produce a discussion of great 
interest and import ance, 

A number of Safety-Lamps were shown at the Institute, modifica- 
tions of the ordinary Davy lamp, copper being introduced in varying areas, in- 
stead of the gauze, the object apparently being to prevent the passage of the 
flame through the gauze, and this appears to have been accomplished. An ap- 
paratus has been fitted up at the bottom of one of the Hetton pits for the pur- 
pose of experimenting with safety-lamps, so as to test their safety, and the 
possibility of passing the flame through them, The apparatus is said to be very 
beautiful and effective for the purpose; and, as it is open for the inspection of 
the members of the Institute, numbers will, no doubt, avail of this privilege. 
The owners of Ryhope Colliery expect to have their new winning at

The ** manufacture’ of trade reports, which for a length of time has 
been carried on in South Yorkshire, and foisted on various newspapers as ge- 
nuine, when they have not the slightest foundation in fact, is being exposed by 
several of the local papers, and the authors brought to light. One of the most 
recent specimens of the imposition alluded to appeared last week in the follow- 
ing terms :—* With the London and Southern markets there is considerably less 
doing in the best house coal than for the last ten months.’’ Singularly enough, 
the case is almost the very reverse of what is stated, for the returns show that 
for the best qualities of house coal, which is the Silkstone, the quantity sent to 
London from the district for February was 15,804 tons, against 13,399 tons for 
January. The Great Northern, our only direct outlet, carried 68,829 tons in the 
first month, and 81,165 tons in February. These figures show what dependence 
is to be placed on reports which too often appear from persons who do not feel 
any of the responsibility of those whose business it is to devote their time in 
faithfully recording facts which they have been at the trouble of collecting. 
Amongst the many schemes which have appeared from the scien- 
tific and the non-scientific, the philanthropic, the practical, and the 
experimental, for the better inspection of coal mines, none have been 
so truly original as that proposed by a Mr. Isaac Ironsides, a member 
of the Sheftield Town Council, and a follower of Mr. David Urquhart 
and the “ Sheftield Foreign Affairs Committee —for it is stated that 
he embraced in his own person nearly all its officials as well as its members, That 
gentleman, at a meeting of the Town Council on Wednesday, moved the follow- 
ing very modest resolution :—‘* That a petition from the Council be presented to 
her most gracious Majesty and to both Houses of Parliament, praying that pro- 
vision may be made for the appointment of inspectors to every colliery where 
100 or more men are employed, with a relative number of inspectors to smaller 
collieries, such inspectors to be nominated by the colliers working in each pit, 
and appointed by the magistrates in Quarter Sessions, to whom it shall be the 
dnty of the inspectors to make periodical reports ; the salaries of the inspectors 
not to exceed 150/. per year, to be certified by the magistrates, together with any 
reasonable expenses, and paid by the respective colliery owners,’’ So that, ac- 
cording to Mr. Ironside, the inspectors are to be appointed by the men, but paid 
by the masters. The proposal is certainly unique, and for cool audacity beats 
anything to be found in the history of the coal trade, For any sum under 1501,

REPORT FROM SCOTLAND. 

Marcu 13.—Our Pig-Iron Market has been subjected to declining 
prices during the week, and as the “warrants” in circulation now 
cover nearly 350,000 tons, with pressing sellers, and no speculative 
demand, the cause of the decline will at once be understood, Our 
bankers are also unwilling to advance to any extent on iron securi- 
ties; and with the probability of the outed furnaces being put into 
blast by the end of the month, although that is not by any means a 
settled question, the recuperative power of the market may be said 
to be at an end for the present. It is expected the men will submit 
to the reduction of 6d. a day in wages, which will come into effect 
on the 25th inst., and that will aid makers a little; but there is a 
wide range between 70s., the current price the same period last year, 
and 53s., the quotationsnowruling. The shipments are for the week 
in advance of the same week last year, being respectively 14,050 tons 
and 10,900 tons. To-day the market was rather stronger at opening, 
when 53s. 44d. a month was realised, but afterwards, from a desire 
on the part of holders to sell, 53s. cash, or ten days, and 54s, a month 
was accepted, closing sellers at the worst—buyers shy. Manufactured 
Iron is a shade better in demand, not in price; and plates and ship- 
building kinds are the turn in favour of the maker. First common 
bars, 77. 10s.; second, 7/. to 77, 2s. 6d.; plates, 87. 103, to 107.

THE CO-OPERATIVE [RONWORKS.—The ironworks that are being 
put up at Drinkfield, near to Darlington, upon the co-operative principle, are 
affording a little work to this district. The engines and the boilers are all to 
be made in South Staffordshire. There will be two engines—each of 60-horse 
power—and these Messrs. T. Perry and Son, of Highfields, have undertaken to 
make and deliver in three months. The boilers, numbering 10, will all be made 
by Messrs, E, T. Wright and Sons, of Goscote, upon their patent diagonal seam 
principle, by which additional strength is imparted to the boilers, and they 
will all be fired externally. There will be two steam-hammers at the New 
Works, but these will be made in Glasgow. The high standing of the firms to 
whom the machinery we have described is to be entrusted, would seem to indi- 
cate that the mechanical appliances are to be of a first-class description. The 
rolls and the housings are to be cast near home, and supplied in the rough to 
the works, where the rolls will be turned.

REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES, 


MARCH 14,—The general state of the Iron Trade throughout the 
district is characterised by quietude, and makers complain of there 
being but few orders on the books. The demand from the United 
States has kept up very well, and during the week additional speci- 
fications have been placed, but this improved state of things is only 
felt by two or three or the larger establishments. According to the 
more recent advices received, it would appear that the new Tariff 
Bill will not come into operation so soon as expected, and this view 
is strengthenel by the fact that transatlantic buyers are still en- 
tering the market, and it is probable that American requirements 
will be rather heavy for some time to come. Notwithstanding the 
large quantity of rails cleared out during the past five or six weeks, 
shipping operations have been actively carried on during the week, 
and heavy consignments are waiting the arrival of vessels, which 
have been prevented coming up Channel in consequence of the long- 
prevalent easterly and north-easterly winds. No improvement what- 
ever has taken place since last report in the enquiry from the Con- 
tinent, but sanguine hopes are entertained that before long the re- 
quirements of the Européan States will become larger. There is 
but little business doing with South America, and although con- 
tracts with Canada are on a smaller scale than expected, still pro- 
spects from that quarter are of an encouraging nature. Several 
fresh contracts have appeared in the market on Eastern account, 
and one or two establishments have orders under hand, portions of 
which have been cleared out. Quotations for rails have kept up re- 
markably well, owing to the American demand, but the prices ob- 
tained for bars are far from being remunerative. 

There is, perhaps, a slight addition to the engagements entered into 
on home account, as compared with a month ago, yet this branch of 
| the trade is exceedingly dull, there being an entire want of confidence, 
| and consumers venture to purchase as sparingly as possible. There 
| is no doubt but that more animation will be infused into transactions 
in the course of time, but it is feared that no immediate improve- 
| ment is likely to take place, There is a dull demand for pigs, except 

for certain special qualities, and sellers find it difficult to dispose of 
}all their make. The process of carrying out the reduction of 10 per 
| cent. in wages has not been so easy a task as expected, as certain sec- 
\tions of the workmen at some of the establishments resisted the re- 
| duction, and struck work. This movement has not assumed such di- 
mensions as to deserve the appellation of strike applied to it, whilst 
| insome instances an amicable arrangement has been come to between 
| the masters and the men. Tin-plate makers are well off for orders 
) and quotations are fairly maintained. The slight improvement no- 
ticed last week as having taken place in the foreign demand for steam 
coal is maintained, but it is not felt to its full extent in con-equence 
| of the great scarcity of shipping, consequently operations at the col- 
lieries are necessarily curtailed, and shipping operations at the docks 
} almost brought to a standstill. So inactive is the state of trade at 
| the docks and wharves, through the want of tonnage, that great dis- 
tress exists among the labourers employed in shipping coal, and at 
Newport the Mayor, on Tuesday last, opened a public subscription to 
| alleviate their distress. There is n good enquiry on home account, 
and this branch of the coal trade is being more cultivated, The heavy 
snow storm of Tuesday, yesterday, and to-day seriously interfered with 
the inland traftic by railway. House coal proprietors are not so well 
off for orders a3 they were a short time back, especially for Ireland, 
in consequence of the recent disturbances there: with the West of 
England an average trade is being done, and the local consumption 
has decreased. The demand for patent fuel is not brisk. ; 

The Monmouthshire Railway freighters have held a meeting to take
